With a quorum present, the regular meeting of the Bee Cave City Council was called to order by 
Mayor Murphy at 6:00 p.m. on Tuesday, August 12, 2014 in the Council Chambers of the City of 
Bee Cave City Hall, 4000 Galleria Parkway, Bee Cave, Texas.

Carroll Killebrew, 5410 Great Divide, spoke about the activity of the West Travis County Public 
Utility Agency to have itself redefined as a Municipal Utility District without the approval of the 
participating entities.  He stated that he disagreed with their legislative effort.

Discuss and consider action on a site and NPS Plan for Bella Colinas Section 7, 8 and 9 located 
within the ETJ west of the city limit and south of Highway 71. 
 
City Engineer Giancarlo Patino presented this item. 
 
Members of the City Council had concerns regarding the potential drainage issues and the 
transfer of the mitigation to the Homeowner’s Association.  
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Matthew Scrivener of Meritage Homes was present at the meeting and spoke on this item.  He 
commented that they added sufficient language to relieve the City from any responsibilities in 
case of potential drainage issues.

Mr. Patino replied yes and that they have actual drainage easements that will be depicted on 
the plat. 
 
Mayor Murphy asked the applicant if when a homebuyer receives all of the documents at 
closing, is there a particular mechanism that you can encourage the real estate agent to use to 
make very clear on these 20 lots that there are certain restrictions on these easements. 
 
Mr. Scrivener replied that they have 3 individual documents that speak to the drainage 
easements and one of those being a required signature at time of closing.  In addition they have 
a minimum of 3 walks within the house for orientation.

Membership sports will be deleted, team sports will be added 
as a conditional use in non-residential districts and indoor exercise studios will be added and 
will encompass such things as yoga, pilates and gymnastic uses. 
 
John Colman, 5201 Great Divide, commented that if you try to regulate something simply on 
the basis of how it is paid for then the regulation is doomed. 
 
The staff will notice this item for a public hearing and it will be brought back for Council 
approval. 
 
 
Discuss and consider action on the creation of a Parks and Recreation Board. 
 
The City Council discussed the creation of a Parks and Trail Commission.   
 
Mr. Colman suggested that the Commission have a mission statement and make it clear how 
they interact with others.

Discuss and consider action on a preliminary budget forecast of revenue and expense for the
